Otympic.—Jack in the Water; or, the Ladder. of Life, is a very 
excellent Drama. For those who may be ignorant of the fact, it may 
be well to explain that a “ Jack in the water” is the term applied to that 
class of individuals who gain their livelihood by the bridge-side, and are, 
in regard to watermen very much what the waterman is to the hackney ~~ 
coachmen. One of this class, personated by Mr. Wild, happens, by one 
of fortune’s tricks, to be the legitimate heir of a rich West Indian, and is 
dabbling in the mud and water to gain a few pence per day, while an ille- 
gitimate son of the same father is rolling in the affluence of a fortune 
which should be Jack’s. Fragile (Halford,) the valet of the illegitimate 
son, Lorrington, (Fitzjames, ) visits the dwelling of Joe Hatch, (Brookes, ) 
a waterman, who had adopted Jack when quite a boy, and makes known 
to him the real state of the case, having been employed to seek him out 
by Quillett (Turnour,) an attorney, whose interest it was to restore the 
rightful heir, with the view of his marrying his niece. The valet, while 
making this disclosure, offers to transfer his services to Jack, who accepts 
them, and henceforth Fragile employs all his exertions to transform his 
new master into a shape befitting his condition, but with very little success, 
although he manages to pocket a considerable sum of money, which Jack 
had from time to time entrusted to him to deliver to Lorrington, his 
former master. The match between Jack and Quillett’s niece is rendered 

abortive in consequence of a prior attachment toa certain housemaid, 
Betty, (Miss Le Batt,) whom he marries at the end of the piece ; while 
Lorrington, who had been divorced from his wife through the machinations 
of an Iago-like barrister, and reduced tothe lowest state of poverty, is 
re-united to her. This is an outline of the plot. The acting is excel- 
lent—Mr. Wild’s Jack in the Water is a rich assumption, and Brookes 
made a great deal of the character of Joe Hatch, the old waterman. Miss 
Le Batt too made much of her character. The scenery is beautiful— 
one scene in particular representing Waterloo Bridge, was loudly ap- 
plauded ; a more admirable embodiment of stage illusion we have never 
seen. The Drama is altogether highly creditable to the persevering man- 
ager, and cannot fail tohave along run. The other entertainments are 
the laughable Farce of Bathing, Davis and Sally Dear, and Dick 
Whittington and his Cat. A new Farce, called The Liberal Candidate,
